bloorl without chnrgc. They are: 
(1) if you are employed by ft 
firm, or are a member of « 
church or organization which 
maintains a Red Cross blood ac­ 
count, you may draw upon it for 
yourself or members of your im­ 
mediate family upon authoriza­ 
tion of the perso'n in charge of 
the account.

(2) If you have contributed 
blood to a hloodmobilp, or Red 
Cross blood center as an individ­ 
ual you may draw upon that by 
getting in touch with Red Cross 
headquarters which will inform 
the hospital of your blood credit.

(8) If you have already re­ 
ceived blood and have been 
charged the commercial blood 
bank rate of about $25 per pint, 
your money will be refunded if 
the blood is replaced through the 
Red Cross within a specif iced 
period, usually 00 dn.vs. If the 
blood is not replaced the hospital 
will use the fee to purchase re­ 
placement from A commercial 
source.

The Red Cross receives no mon­ 
ey for blood or for any other serv­ 
ice, according to Knsminger. It 
depends upon the annual fund 
campaign to finance the cost of 
scientifically drawing, processing 
and storing the blood. This cost 
is approximately $5.78 per pint.

Torrance residents will have an 
opportunity to donate, or "de­ 
posit" blood for future use or as 
a replacement when the Red 
Cross community bloodmobile is 
stationed at the Civic Auditorium, 
1439 El Prado, June 25 from S to 
7:30 p.m.
